"Weighted" Leather Makes Soles 


Wesir Out Quickly. 


In an examination of the leather 


used for the soles of shoes, conduct- 
ed by F. P. Veitch and- J. S. Rogers 
for the United States Department of 
Agriculture and reported in full in 
the Scientific American, it was dis- 
covered that "a surprisingly large 
percentage contains great quantities 
of foreign materials." This practice 
of "weighting" makes it possible to 
take the porous, light skin from the 
flanks and bellies of animals and use 
it instead of the closer fibred, strong- 
er leather from the hack. 


But it makes poor soles, which 


wear out quickly, soak easily, are 
hard, brittle and likely to crack. The 
usual materials employed are glu- 
cose, Epsom salt, barium sulphate, 
lead sulphate and an excess of tan- 
ning. 


When buying a pair of shoes the 


ordinary individual cannot determine 
whether the leather has been weight- 
ed or not. But 'if he cares to buy a 
sample of some brand and experi- 
ment with them he can easily detect 
it. He can cut up the soles into little 
bits and chew them. If they contain 
large quantities of Epsom salt he will 
taste these. 
A faint sweetish taste 


mean glucose. 


Grind a pair of soles with a rasp, 


grinder or saw and weigh out 100 
grams qf the product in a scales that 
will weigh accurately to one gram. 
Put this into a small, dry, close-tex- 
tured cotton bag that has previous- 
ly been well washed; tie it securely; 
weigh bag and contents carefully and 
record the weight. Wash it in run- 
ning water as hot as the hands can 
bear, kneading and squeezing it for 
fifteen minutes. 
Then dry it thor- 


oughly, let cool and weigh again. The 
loss in weight represents the amount 
of soluble material that has been 
washed out. If this exceeds 15 per 
»ent., the leather has been weighted

THEIR STILLS GENERALLY 


CHEAP AND PORTABLE. 


If Unable to Escape With Them 


When Raided the ^ Money Loss 


Is Trifling. 


MORGANTON, N. C.,—The moun- 


tains* of Tennessee, North Carolina, 
•Virginia and Kentucky are full of 
illicit distillers of whiskey. 
Their 


stills usually are located in ravines 
and almost inaccessible save to those 
acquainted 
with 
the 
surrounding 


mountains, their primitive roads and 
rough passes; so there is a stren'uous 
game of hide and sek between the 
distiller and the revenue officers. 


If officers locate or suspect the lo- 


cation 
of an illicit still, their 


approach is known generally when 
they are 
miles 
distant. 
Nearly 


every man, woman and child in the 
district is a "lookout." 
Suspicious 


strangers pass an innocent looking 
mountaineer, who seemingly is chop- 
ping wood or squirrel hunting, 
he passes along the Word. A woman 
may be drawing water from a spring 
or a boy or girl coming from school, 
and by underground, wire flashes, 
"Revenue officers!" Quickly a certain 
number of shots will be fired, or 
seemingly a dog will bark in a pe- 
culiar manner. The "wireless" is on 
its way and the alarm will be carried 
for miles. 


When night comes on a rocket may 


be fired from a prominent ridge or 
elevation, a lantern waved, the loud 
hoot of an owl or the note of a whip- 
poorwill sounded OT- the twinkling of 
a light shown from a distant cabin 
window, and in a few minutes every- 
body in any way interested -is wise 
to the fact that officers are in the 
vicinity. 


Difficulty of Pursuit. 


The "moonshiners" by a short cut 


save miles of rough traveling over 
which the revenue officers have to 
trudge. 
When they reach the ' 


pected location, the still has vanish- 
ed. With such a system the officers 
are "up against it." Their work is 
even more difficult in winter, because 
the hardy mountaineers' are perfect- 
ly at home in the deepest snow and 
the coldest weather. 


Several days before the liquor is to 


, be distilled a location is prepared, the 
.cornmeal and barrels are 
carried 


there on the "moonshiners' " should- 
ers and the mash is mixed for fer- 
mentation. 
The still is not taken in 


at this time, nor does any one ap- 
proach, the spot until the time need- 
ed for the meal to ferment nas pass- 
ed. 
Then at night, the still is car- 


ried in, and before daylight several 
"runs" are made. 
If there is the 


slightest suspicion that revenue offi- 
cers are m the vicinity the still is 
carried out and, most likely, will be 
put iu operation in some neighboring 
ravine next night. 


Cheap and Portable. 


Illicit distilling is sometimes car- 


^ried on for weeks in a very secluded 


jlace. 
Cheap, portable stills are in 


sneral use, for when the revenue of- 
lers capture one it is destroyed, re- 
^rdless of size or cost, and every 
bp of the liquor and "beer'"—fer- 
fnted meal before distillation—is 
'lied. 


fOften a number of stills are in 
leration in the same district.

JBapest one is left for the revenue 


class, willing to risk death rather 
than capture; but generally speaking 
they submit quietly to capture and 
make sure to avoid injury to the offi- 
cers or attempt to kill them, as they 
realize that this means only a long- 
er prison sentence, if not death. 


Under a new law every man found 


at an illicit still can be captured and 
is chased as a "blockader," even 
though he has no interest in the out- 
fit, and may be only a customer. 


A Foot Race. 


The moonshiners, instead of Desist- 


ing the officers, prepare one avenue 
of escape which is used in every in 
stance, unless they are taken by com 
plete surprise. They know that thi 
officers have no authority to shoo 
them and that the shots are only a 
bluff, so it becomes a foot race. Th§; 
have previously obstructed the line of 
thejr retreat with brush, logs anc 
rocks designed to retard the officers 


Moonshiners sometimes start forest 


fires to protect themeslves from dis- 
covery, because oftentimes revenue 
officers locate stills by the smoke 
even at a distance ,of many miles. So 
with the mountains on fire and the 
air filled with smoke, thex moonshin- 
ers are safe from detection by the 
smoke from their furnaces.

SEEDING OATS. 


Practical Suggestions for Preparing 


the Seed Bed, Procuring' uml Grad- 
ing Seed, 'and. Sowing. 


Oats usually follow a cultivated 


crop, such as corn or potatoes, hence 
'it is not generally necessary to plow 
the land before sowing. Oats do well 
on fall-plowed land;.but if the land 
has not been plowed in the fall, bet- 
ter yields are usually produced from 
sowing in a seed bed made by disking 
and harrowing than in one made by 
spring plowing. 
Early seeding for 


oats is very desirable. 
As a good 


seed bed can be made much more 
quickly with the disk harrow than 
with the plow on land that was in a 
cultivated crop last yea>, the saving 
in time is an. advantage. Two disk- 
ings and one harrowing with the 
spike-toothed harrow will put clean 
land in good shape for sowing with 
the drill. 


Oats grow best in a seed bed that 


has 2 or 3 inches of loose surface soil, 
but which is firm below that depth. 
This is another reason why disking 
is to be preferred to spring plowing, 
for there is not time for plowed land 
to settle before the seed is sown. 
Still another reason why the disk is 
better is that a field can be disked 
much more cheaply than it can be 
plowed, and the cheaper way of doing 
a job should always be chosen if it 
gives just as good results as the 
more expensive way. 


Buying Seed. 


If the local supply of seed oats is 


of poor quality, care should' be taken 
in getting new stock for sowing. It 
is better to get this supply from 
.points to the east or west than from 
points north or south, as the varities 
are more likely to be those which 
will do well locally. Varieties which 
may be best two or three hundred 
miles to the north or south may not 
be at all suitable. 
If new seed -is 


wanted, ask the county agent or the 
State experiment station where to get 
it and what varieties to buy. 
r 


If you have been growing a variety 


which does well in your locality it is 
better' to sow well-cleaned seed of 
that variety grown on your own farm 
or in your county than to get seed 
from a distance. 
It takes oats a 


year or two to get used to the soil 
and climats/in any locality, and they 
will not do their best until they be- 
come adapted to local conditions. If 
:he oats, grown locally were injured 
more or less last summer by rain 
after harvest, make a germination 
test and prove that they will not 
;row before you decide to send away 
for seed. If your oats are light and 
chaffy take out about two-thirds of 
he lightest of them with the fanning 
mill and use the other third for seed. 


The Idea that oats run out and that 


t is necessary to get new seed every 
few years is quite common, but it is 
not justified by the facts. There id 
no reason why a good variety of oats 
should not be just as good 20 years 
from now as it Is now, if care is tak-

that the preparation of the land 
should be neglected in order to sow 
early. Better yields will be produc- 
ed from seed sown in a good seed bed 
than from that sown a few days earli- 
er in ground too cold and wet for the 
seed to germinate. 


In a good .seed bed the best rate 


of seeding in the corn belt is about 
2 y2 bushels to the acre. If the seed 
is sown broadcast, more is necessary. 
More seed is required in a poor seed 
bed than in a good one, as fewer 
seeds are likely to grow. 
A lower 


rate of seeding may be used for small 
kerneled varieties than for large ker- 
neled ones, for there are many more 
of the former in a bushel 
In the 


Great Plains, where the rainfalls is 
usually scanty, less seed should be 
sown, the proper rate of seeding be- 
ing 4 to 5 pecks to the acre.

cause of the action of the House Ju- 
diciary Committee in voting to post- 
pone until next December the consid- 
eration of the constitutional amend- 
ment for equal suffrage.

This is the one outstanding feature 


of the view taken by officers of the 
National American Woman Suffrage 
Association of the recent action of the 
Judiciary Committee. This and other 
less important but none the less inter- 
esting phases of the matter are dis- 
cussed in a statement issued by Mrs. 
Frank M. Roessing, first vice presi-1 ~ 
dent of the National American Wom- 
an Suffrage Association, who is in 
charge of the Congressional work. 


"In considering the postponement 


of final action on our suffrage amend- 
ment," said Mrs. Roessing, "It is nee- ^ ^ 
essary to understand at the outset that 
what we want is not merely a VOTE 
on the matter in Committee and in 
Congress. What we want is favorable 
— 


action by both the Committee and * 
Congress. The action of postpone- AGENTS * 
ment is, of course, open for a recon- 
sideration by the Committee, and the 
Congressional Committee has already 
taken steps toward that end. 


"Postponement by Committee is not 


defeat of woman suffrage. 
It .must 


also be emphasized that there were 
votes enough in that particular meet- 
ing of the Judiciary Committee to 
have buried our amendment for two 
years instead of merely delaying com- 
mittee action. 


"It speaks volumes for the cause of 


equal suffrage when men in Congress 
who are avowedly opposed to it refuse 
to defeat it, and it is but just to refer 
to that phase of the matter, especially 
when at least four'members of the 
Judiciary Committee who favor suf- 
frage were known to be unable to at- 
tend the meeting. 


"In the meantime, the policy of our 


Association toward securing the en- 
actment by Congress of legislation 
for equal suffrage remains unchanged 
and our work both in Washington and 
in the states will be pushed with un 
abated vigor."

HEROES AND MARTYRS OF FAITH. 


LESSON TEXT—Heb 11.1 12 3 
GOLDEN TEXT—Let us run with pa- 
tience the lace that is set before us, 
looking unto Jesus, the author and per- 
fector of oui faith —Heb 12.1. 2. 


There are two kinds of heroism for 


which medals are awarded in this 
country. 
Congress centers a "medal 


of honor' for distinguished services 
and extraordinary heroism in war 
The Carnegie "hero tund in peace," 
bestov.-s medals and pecuniary recog- 
nition for heroic deeds performed in 
preserving and rescuing human life, 
and the first medal thus issued was 
given to a boy for rescuing another 
boy from drowning 


i. Faith Defined, v. 1. This is per- 


haps the most quoted and succinct 
definition we have of faith. What fol- 
lows is but the illustration and ap- 
plication of the fact. Faith is an "as- 
surance" (R. V.). The ground of this 
assurance and conviction is. the word 
of God. (See Rom. 10:17). The only 
sure ground for a dynamic ?nd intel- 
ligent faith is God's word' put to the 
acid test of experience it never fails.

These, and others not mentioned,

Holy Spirit has given us this long list 
of heroes as an exhortation to stir up 
those living to the performance of 
their duty. The roll call of triumphant 
heroes is not yet completed All these 
mentioned are witnesses, not onlook- 
ers

In the light of this testimony

1. To "lay aside eyery weight." No

Once we get our eyes off him 
we/will stumble and fall in the race 
"For the joy (literally equal fellow- 
ship with God) set before him, he en- 
dured the cross" (Phil. 2:6-8). If we 
would win the race, we must despise 
the sin which lies in the path of abso- 
lute lojjalty to God.
